.daily were scoffed at. 


• Victory in the world war Asquith 
said ,w^{ild come to the side tha't;is

cost. In this war, he said

Britain with her allies 
and

combined wealth is bound to win. 


The cost is mounting higher every 


day. For the first seventeen days 
of July; that average daily cost was 
around i'.18 million the premier said. 
On May 4 last the war up to that 
time had cost England $10,000,000 
a day. The war cost for the next 
few days will amount;to more than 
$25,000,000 a day. 
The appropria- 


tion asked for today will last only 
until the third week in November.

The Tariff. 


"If nominated1 and elected I shall 


vigorously contend for immediate re- 
vision of the tariff and shall honestly 
endeavor to place a duty on each 
competing product imported from 
abroad equal to the difference in the 
cost of production here and in the 
competing country. 


"This will be no new role for me 


to assume. 
I -have made 
more 


speeches throughout this country in 
favor of the protective tariff system 
than any other living American, and 
for a quarter of a century it has 
been my favorite political theme: A.S 
a member of the committee on Ways 
and Means in the House of Repre- 
sentatives for many years, I was 
brought'into immediate contact with 
this question'in all its phases, and 
during this time I have, been but 
strengthened in the conviction that 
the protective tariff system in this 
country is a necessity if we are to 
maintain bur wage levels, give con- 
stant employment to labor, diversify 
our industries, develop our 
natural 


resources and enjoy wide-extended 
prosperity. 


The Tariff Commission. 


"I'shall also continue to advocate 


in the future, as I have advocated in 
the past, the authorization of a tar- 
iff commission to find,the facts that 
Congress may ,iise in formulating 
tariff legislation.'" This should; not be 
a commission r designed _ to legislate, 
or in< any; jri3e> to' interfere -with the 


legitimate functions of Congress, the 
body chosen by the people for that 
purpose, but an aid and an auxiliary 
to the legislative branch of govern- 
ment, furnishing information upon 
which tariff legislation may be in- 
telligently based.

"The Democratic party is opposed 


to a Tariff Commission and, from- 
their standpoint, rightly so. It does 
not require experts of unusual abil- 
ity to adjust the duty on an item so 
that it will be low enough toinduee 
importation and yet high enough to 
furnish, the most revenue, and, where 
a tariff is one for revenue only, no 
commission of trained 
experts 
is 


needed to adjust it. 


The Merchant Marine. 


"Throughout my mature years, I 


have been an unwavering advocate of 
the rehabilitation of 
our • merchant 


marine, and, while in Congress, en- 
gaged in many legislative contests to 
that end. I once served on the Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and Fish- 
eries in the House, became a mem- 
ber of it for the express purpose 
of furthering legislation that would 
restore our flag to the sea, and had 
the pleasure .of- fighting• a, measure — 
of that character through the House 
at that time, which afterwards died 
in the Senate, and I have never miss- 
ed an opportunity to

needed legislation. 


Military Preparedness. 


If elected, I shall 
continue the 


course I pursued when in Congress 
before with respect of preparation 
for war, or, rather, for successful 
defense against an attacking foe. 


When in the House I was a mem- 


ber of the Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs six years, and during" that per- 
iod we authorized as an extensive a 
naval construction as for any like 
period in the history of the country. 
_ "Now, I do not believe that we 
should enormously tax our people to 
build up a great navy or a vast mili- 
tary establishment simply to outrank 
other nations in this regard, but I 
do believe that, while the 
present 


warlike spirit of the age is upon us 
and threatens the peace of the world 
and the existence of nations, it is the 
very acme of stupidity for iis to re- 
main utterly indifferent to these man- 
ifest conditions or unprepared 
for 


conflict in the face of this exigent 
necessity.

Today is important in the life of 


James E. Watson because it marks

London, Sept. 3. (By mail)—The 


type of men that- are becoming na- 
tional heroes in England's greatest 
War is exemplified today in the story 
of the adventurous career of Mid- 
shipman George L. Drewry, of Lon- 
don, 
who has been decorated with 


the Victoria Cross for valor at the 
Dardanelles. 


Not yet of age, Drewry's brief 20 


years have been packed with thrills 
that rival the most romantic heroes 
of Marryat's tales of the sea. He 
has sailed the world around, ha.d 
thrilling rescues from watery graves 
and has been shipwrecked on a de- 
sert islq, but no finer story of hero- 
ism has 
been told, during the war 


tha.ii his conduct while disembarking 
troops from 
the Steamship 
River 


of Gallipoli peninsula. 


The .young midshipman was placed 


in charge of a flat boat at 5 a. in. 
on the memorable day of the landing 
of the British expeditionary force 
against the Turks. From the side of 
the River Clyde the vessel which was 
later run ashore to facilitate 
the 


landing of soldiers'from a hole cut 
out in its plates, he steered straight 
fSWrd Cape Helles in the face of a 
furious fire, to beach his craft where, 
with others, it would act as a land- 
ing stage for the soldiers. Behind 
him came the River Clyde. As'" the 
transport.crunched its bow on the 
sandy shore, Drewry's lighter hit the 
beach at her port bow. Jumping 
ashore with a hauser he secured the 
small craft and went to the aid of 
Captain Unwin 
who by this time 


had jumped into the water in an ef- 
fort to place another lighter. Both, 
despite machine gun shrapnel, es- 
caped death by inches but were un- 
able at once to accomplish their task. 
Drewry leaped aboard a lighter aud 
then into the water again to assist 
a wounded soldier. He then threw 
away his revolver, coat and hat and 
went back to the aid of the captain. 
Sortly afterward a bit of shrapnel 
struck the youth on the head knock- 
ing him down. He was carried liboard 
the River Clyde his wound dressed, 
and he immediately rushed back to 
the aid of Captain Uuwin. With a 
rope in his teeth he swam to other 
lighters and fastened 
them to the 


grounded craft. 
Twice he executed 


this feat under sniping fire until res- 
cued completely exhausted.
